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This  year  has  seen  the  coming  of  the  merger  between  the 
Government  Medical  Department  and  the  Public  Health  Department , 
previously  run  by  the  City  Council « 

This  Report  will  combine  the  one  which  I  have  traditionally 
presented  annually  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  one 
of  the  Medical  Department 0 

Our  Birth  Rate  continues  to  fall  and  this  year’s  figure 
of  19.60  is  one  of  the  lowest  ever.  The  male  births  predominated 
the  female  births  by  only  cmec  The  percentage  of  Illegitimate 
Births  has  again  increased. 

The  Death  Rate  at  8c, 66  is  only  slightly  higher  than  last 
year’s  figure;  but  the  Still  Birth  Rate  has  increased  to  5*36. 
Unfortunately  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  increased  to  25.13 
which  is  about  twice  the  1968  figure,  and  the  Peri-natal 
Mortality  Rate  of  19.64  is  also  appreciably  higher.  It  should 
however  be  noted  that  because  of  our  small  numbers  our 
statistics  may  vary  greatly  from  year  to  year  without  having 
much  significance 

Once  again  there  has  been  no  maternal  ■  oath.  The  number 
of  deaths  in  December  was  very  high  due  to  the  complications  of 
the  influenza  epidemic  on  the  elderly.  Nearly  70%  of  all  deaths 
occurred  in  people  over  the  age  of  65  ,  and  the  preponderance  of 
female  deaths  to  male  deaths  among  those  over  75  years  of  age 
was  2  to  1. 

The  predominant  causes  of  death  were  cardio-vascular 
and  malignancy. 

Coronary  thrombosis  was  again  the  principal  single  cause 
and  I  must  repeat  that  excessive  eating,  worry,  smoking  and  lack 
of  physical  exercise  are  all  c ontributory  factors.  There  was  a 
sharp  rise  in  the  actual  number  of  oerebro-vascular  deaths. 

Deaths  from  •wlignant  disease  were  a  little  higher  than 
last  year  and  once  more  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  was  the 
highest  single  cause  of  malignancy. 

Cancer  of  the  lung  is  undoubtedly  attributable  to 
cigarette  smoking  which  therefore  means  that  most  cases  are 
preventable.  The  persistent  propaganda  aimed  at  young  people 
to  take  up  this  unhealthy  habit  continues,  and  it  is  worrying 
to  note  the  sharp  increase  in  smoking  among  schoolchildren. 

Deaths  from  infectious  disease  are  usua- ly  low  and  this 
year  was  no  exception,  there  being  only  one  death  which  was 
vaguely  attributed  to  infect  ve  hepatitis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was 
almost  identical  to  last  year's  number <,  Nearly  half  of  all 
cases  were  due  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  which  as  usual  was 
mi Id  in  nature  « 

The  virulent  small  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  which 
commenced  towards  the  end  of  1969  continued  into  1970  but 
fortunately  all  cases  seemed  to  be  responding  well  to  antibiotics. 


Pulmonary/ 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  still  a  problem  in  a  small 
confined  community  like  ours.  Nearly  50%  of  the  cases  notified 
were  from  among  the  non-resident  population.  The  majority  of 
these  were  discovered  at  the  routine  radiological  examination 
made  on  all  workers  entering  Gibraltar.  The  change  in  the 
pattern  of  workers  due  to  extraneous  circumstances  is  of  great 
public  health  concern.  The  initial  radiological  examination 
carried  out  on  workers  should  be  repeated  periodically  if  we 
are  to  tightly  control  this  disease. 

The  great  influx  of  resident  workers  which  haw  occurred 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  is  very  worrying  because  of 
the  situation  as  regards  accommodation. 

Our  Department  is  working  very  closely  with  both  the 
Immigration  and  Labour  Departments  in  keeping  a  health  check 
on  the  situation.  We  have  appointed  an  Enforcement  Officer  to 
visit  and  report  on  accommodation  of  workers  as  also  to  check 
that  all  comply  with  the  health  regulations. 

There  is  a  great  need  for  better  accommodation  and 
steps  are  being  taken  to  improve  the  situation. 

Once  again  there  has  been  a  rise  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  venereal  diseases  but  it  must  be  noted  that  by  far  the 
majority  of  cases  were  contracted  away  from  Gibraltar  by  our 
commuting  labour  population.  There  is  good  liaison  between  the 
Out-Patients  Department  and  the  Health  Inspectors  to  ensure  that 
patients  do  attend  for  treatment. 

Scabies  is  still  very  much  with  us  and  should  be  very 
much  on  our  minds  when  examining  workers  and  children. 

The  two  cases  of  typhoid  were  contracted  away  from 
Gibraltar  but  I  must  again  warn  that  our  dangers  from  this 
disease  are  very  real. 

We  are  checking  all  food  handlers  on  arrival  but  as  the 
majority  return  home  fairly  frequently  the  chances  cf  a  cases 
coming  in  are  rather  high.  The  problem  of  a  typhoid  carrier 
coming  in  is  ever  present  in  our  minds. 

Ordinary  simple  hygienic  procedures  such  as  the  washing 
of  hands  and  peeling  of  fruit  before  eating  are  very  essential. 

It  is  also  in  the  interest  of  the  public  to  help  us  by 
demanding  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  in 
restaurants  and  other  food  premises;  public  opinion  is  of 
greater  importance  in  this,  than  having  a  few  Public  Health 
Inspectors  visiting  and  inspecting  premises. 

The  number  of  cases  of  dysentery  notified  rose  sharply 
but  as  they  were  mostly  notified  by  the  one  doctor  it  simply 
confirms  my  belief  that  we  do  have  a  good  number  occurring 
yearly  which  because  of  their  mild  nature  are  never  notified. 

We  were  again  free  from  poliomyelitis  and  diphtheria. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  excellent  response  to  our 
immunization  procedures  continues.  This  service  is  run  very 
effectively  by  the  School  Health  Nurses  for  the  Immunization 
Centre  in  the  City  Hall  and  continued  in  the  schools.  This 
particular  branch  of  the  Department  was  merged  very 
sue  essfully  a  number  of  years  ago. 
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There  has  again  heen  no  cases  of  rahies  in  our  animal 
population  hut  this  disease  is  spreading  throughout  the 
world. 

Our  dog-pound  continues  to  work  satisfactorily  hut  our 
resources  are  very  limited  and  our  one  man  dedicated  to  this 
work  meets  with  little  co-operation  and  a  good  measure  of 
abuse  from  the  public  generally. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  continued  their 
excellent  work.  The  number  of  maternity  cases  confined  at 
home  was  only  two,  which  shows  the  extent  to  which  people 
have  accepted  the  ante-natal  service  run  from  the  Maternity 
Department  of  the ' Hospital . 

The  number  of  mothers  going  out  to  work  is  on  the  increase 
and  it  is  all  the  more  important  that  we  have  an  efficient 
child  welfare  service. 

The  opening  of  a  children’s  nursery  school  by  Government 
as  well  as  the  start  of  a  private  pre-school  children’s 
play  group  are  steps  in  the  right  direction.  As  I  have 
previously  stated  our  many  nursery  schools  do  perform  a 
very  useful  function,  but  I  would  like  a  greater  understanding 
of  the  needs  of  such  young  children  from  the  point  of  view  of 
recreation  and  exercise  as  opposed  to  learning. 

The  report  of  the  School  Health  Service  shows  that  the 
health  of  the  children  of  school  age  maintained  the 
satisfactory  standard  attained  during  the  previous  years. 

The  problem  of  overfeeding  with  consequent  obesity  is  the 
chief  concern.  The  dental  state  of  many  of  our  children 
also  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

We  continued  to  Heaf  test  children  on  entering  school 
and  on  subsequent  years  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

St.  Bernadette’s  school  for  handicapped  children  was 
opened  full-time  and  a  mid-day  meal  was  supplied  from 
the  Hospital  kitchen. 

The  Society  for  Handicapped  Children  continued  its  long 
and  arduous  task  of  studying  and  bringing  the  problem  of 
these  children  to  the  notice  of  the  public;  and  their 
relationship  with  the  pertinent  authorities  is  excellent. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Service  continued  to  thrive  and, 
with  the  plans  for  transferring  the  mental  patients  from 
St.  Joseph’s  Hospital  to  a  renovated  K.G.V.  Hospital  the 
situation  should  improve. 

The  Child  Care  Committee  was  again  quite  active  in  this 
field. 

In  spite  of  all  adversity  the  Public  Markets  continued 
to  hold  their  new  found  level  of  trade  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  will  improve  gradually,  although  the  modern  trend 
of  more  women  going  out  to  work  may  tend  to  go  against 
this. 
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On  the  Public  Health  side  Mr.  J.  Delgado  returned  to 
us  as  a  qualified  Inspector  hut  Mr.  J.  Bossano  decided  to 
return  to  work  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

In  the  Public  Health  and  Clinical  Pathology  Laboratories 
Mr.  A.  Montero  was  sent  to  the  United  Kingdom  to  qualify  in 
Medical  Laboratory  Technology  and  Mr.  L*  Hathaway  left  the 
service  in  October. 

On  the  medical  side  two  male  and  two  female  nurses 
were  sent  for  training  in  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  year  under 
review.  One  nurse  completed  his  training  after  obtaining  the 
SoR.N.  Certificate.  Meanwhile  the  training  of  nurses  continues 
as  in  previous  years. 

The  Department  also  gained  the  services  of  Mr.  S. . 
Abudarham?  LoC.S.To,  a  qualified  Speech  Therapist  who  was 
trained  in  the  United  Kingdom  under  a  Government  sponsored 
scholarship. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  gratitude  to  all  my  staff  for 
their  hard  work  and  loyal  service  during  the  year  in  the  face 
of  shortages.  Also  to  all  those  who  have  co-operated  so  well 
with  our  Department  especially  the  Naval  Medical  Authorities 
and  finally  to  those  who  have  helped  to  compile  this  Report. 
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GEOGRAPHY  AND  METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT 


Gibraltar  is  situated  in  latitude  36  09’ N  and  longitude  5° 
21 TW  and  stands  out,  steeply  and  proudly,  from  the  adjoining 
low-lying  Spanish  territory  to  which  it  is  connected  by  a  sandy 
isthmus  about  1  mile  long  and  i  mile  wider  Five  miles  across 
the  Bay  to  the  West  lies  the  Spanish  port  of  Algeciras  and  20 
miles  across  the  Straits,  to  the  South,  is  Africa.  The 
Mediterranean  lies  on  the  Bast.  The  distance  to  Britain  is 
approximately  1,400  miles  by  sea. 


The  Rock  runs  from  North  to  South  for  a  length  of  nearly 
3  miles.  It  is  |  of  a  mile  wide  and  has  a  total  area  of  24 
square  miles.  Its  highest  point  is  1,396  feet.  The  top  of  the 
Rock  is  a  sharp,  knife-edge  ridge  extending  for  about  a  mile  and 
a  half  from  the  North  escarpmen-t -nnd-  -th.e.n-  sToping.-g-raduaTly-  ~to.-» 
the  South  for  about  1  mile,  to  terminate  at  the  Southern  extremity, 
Europa  Point,  in  perpendicular  cliffs  about  a  hundred  feet  high. 

The  whole  upper  length  of  the  Eastern  face  is  inaccessible  and 
the  steep  upper  half  of  the  Western  slopes  is  uninhabited.

Meteorological 


observations  for  -the  year  1969 


The  following  weather  details  have  been  kindly  supplied 
by  Mr.  P.A.  Sharp,  B.Sc. ,  Senior  Meteorological  Officer, 
Gibraltar:- 


Rainfall : 

An  extremely  wet  year.  The  total  of  13 36  mm.  (60.47  in.) 
compares  with  an  average  of  818  mm  (32.21  in.).  Apart  from 
December  every  month  was  wetter  than  average;  especially 
January,  February  and  November.  These  three  months  alone 
provided  more  than  an  average  year's  rainfall. 

Sunshine : 

Consequent  upon  the  heavy  rainfall,  one  might  expect 
sunshine  to  be  in  short  supply,  but  in  fact  the  annual  daily  mean 
was  7 »03  hrs.  not  so  very  much  short  of  the  average  of  7° 7  hours. 
The  wet  months  mentioned  above  were  however  pretty  sunless,  but 
the  Summer  was  well  up  to  standard. 

Temperature : 

A  little  colder  than  average.  The  summer  however  was  doing 
very  well  until  September,  when  ’unusually  cold  air  reached  us 
from  the  North.  The  September  average  of  69.3°E  was  4°F  colder 
than  average.  -  —  .  . 


The  figures  speak  for  themselves,  and  reveal  nothing 
unusual. 


Wind: 


The  normal  pattern  is  for  a  slight. preponderance  of 
Easterlies  in  the  summer,  and  a  preponderance  of  Westerlies  in 
the  Winter.  1969  produced  a  July  which  was  practically  entirely 
Easterly,  and  balanced  it  with  a  December  that  was  almost 
completely  Westerly.

The  number  of  deaths  in  December  was  one  of  the  highest 
ever  recorded  for  this  month  and  it  was  mainly  due  to  the 
effects  of  the  influenza  epidemic  on  the  aged0 

The  majority  of  all  deaths  i.e.  212  or  86%  occurred  in 
persons  over  55  years  of  age  whereas  167  or  68%o  occurred  in 
those  over  65. 

In  the  over  75  years  old  there  were  78  deaths  or  32%  of 
all  deaths  with  a  preponderance  of  females  to  males  of  2*1.

As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  table  these  chief  causes 
of  death  accounted  for  202  or  82%  of  all  deaths® 

Arterial  diseases  caused  103  deaths 9  which  was  41%  of  all 
deaths.  Ischaemic  heart  disease  was  again  the  highest  single 
cause  of  death  but  the  53  deaths  from  it  only  exceeded  the  number 
of  deaths  from  cerebro-vascular  disease  by  three. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  people  dying  from 
malignancy  and  the  lung  was  once  again  the  most  common  site 

for  it. 

There  was  only  one  death  attributable  to  infectious 
disease  during  the  year.  This  was  in  a  young  boy  who  was 
certified  as  dying  from  infectious  hepatitis  and  it  is 
unfortunate  that  no  post  mortem  was  carried  out  as  it  is  doubtful 
if  this  was  the  cause  of  death*

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INFANT  MORTALITY 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
•was  fifteen,  which  gave  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  25.13. 
Eleven  of  these  infants  died  within  the  first  four  weeks  of 
birth,  which  represents  a  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  19,74. 

The  first  24  hours  of  life  are  the  most  precarious  and  during 
this  period  there  occurred  eight  of  the  fifteen  deaths. 

PER  I -NATAL  MORTALITY 

As  is  obvious  from  the  foregoing,  it  seems  to  be  a 
question  of  chance  whether  the  child  is  stillborn  or  dies  in 
the  first  hours  of  life.  Hence  the  importance  of  grouping 
stillbirths  and  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  as  Peri-natal 
deaths , 


The  number  of  such  deaths  has  been  eleven  which  represents 
a  Peri— natal  mortality  rate  of  19.64  and  although  it  is  higher 
than  last  yearfs  low  figure  it  is  still  a  very  satisfactory  rate,

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  infectious  diseases  statutorily  notifiable  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Ordinance  in  Gibraltar  are:- 

Smallpox,  Cholera,  Epidemic  Typhus,  Plague,  Yellow  Fever, 
Relapsing  Fever,  Dysentery,  Diphtheria,  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis, 
Scarlatina  or  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever,  Undulant 
Fever,  Acute  Encephalitis,  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Chickpox,  Epidemic 
Parotitis,  Erysipelas,  Leprosy,  Measles,  Meningococcal  infection. 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Paratyphoid  Fever,  Pertussis,  Puerperal 
Fever,  Rubella,  Trachoma,  Tuberculosis  (all  forms),  Venereal 
disease • 

There  were  890  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  of  which  54  were  from  the  non-resident  population.,  The 
836  cases  notified  from  the  resident  civil  population  represents  an 
incidence  of  29. 5  which  is  almost  indentical  to  last  year’s  figure. 

All  cases  notified  are  visited  by  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspector  who  investigates  and  advises  the  parents  on  exclusion 
and  fumigation  if  the  case  warrants  it. 

In  cases  of  Tuberculosis  we  use  to  have  an  assistant  Health 
Visitor  who  visited  the  homes  and  arranged  for  the  investigation 
of  contacts  but  this  is  now  done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
by  arrangement  with  King  George  V.  Hospital,  It  is  proposed  that 
next  year  we  shall  once  again  have  an  Assistant  Health  Visitor 
to  carry  out  this  important  work  directly  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Clinic  o 


This  year  there  was  only  one  death  attributed  to  infectious 
disease ;  that  of  a  young  child  who  was  said  to  have  died  from 
Infectious  Hepatitis, 


This  year  we  had  21  cases  notified  as  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  10  of  these  occurred  in  non-residents 
and  are  therefore  not  included  in  our  Statistics.  8  of  these  latter 
cases  were  diagnosed  at  the  routine  X-ray  examination  which  is 
carried  out  on  new  workers  entering  Gibraltar.  The  remaining  cases 
occurred  from  among  the  daily  working  population. 


All  these  cases  were  referred  back  to  their  respective 
health  authorities  for  necessary  action  and  treatment.  These  as 
well  as  the  11  cases  which  occurred  among  the  resident  population 
had  all  their  contacts  checked  for  possible  source  of  the  disease. 

All  immigrant  workers  have  their  chest  X-rayed  on  entering 
Gibraltar  to  exclude  tuberculosis  and  this  is  proving  to  be  of 
great  benefit  in  preventing  the  importation  of  this  disease.  Under 
this  scheme  each  worker  is  granted  a  provisional  permit  of 
residence  by  the  Immigration  Authorities  pending  the  result  of  the 
radiological  examination  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  It  is 
disturbing  to  note  that  in  spite  of  this  check  on  entry  there  were 
3  cases  of  acute  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  among  the  resident  alien 
population.  As  the  majority  of  these  workers  leave  the  Rock  most 
weekends  it  is  difficult  to  know  if  they  contract  the  disease 
locally  or  away  from  Gibraltar. 

It  should  be  noted  that  although  nq  routine  check  was  made 
on  the  Spanish  daily  workers  there  were  2  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  in  the  few  who  where  examined  at  their  place  of  work. 
Last  year  I  remarked  that  it  would  be  very  worthwhile  to  try  and 
check  radiologically  all  the  daily  workers,  but  this  is  no  longer 
possible .

There  were  four  cases  notified  hut  three  of  these  were 
not  confirmed  hacteriologically . 

Enteric  Fever 

We  had  two  cases  of  typhoid  and  three  of  paratyphoid 
notified  from  among  the  resident  population,,  All  these  cases 
occurred  during  the  summer  and  were  contracted,  whilst  on 
holidays  away  from  Gibraltar .  The  three  paratyphoid  cases  all 
occurred  in  one  family* 

The  fact  that  enteric  fever  is  endemic  in  the  surrounding 
countries  is  a  constant  source  of  worry  because  of  the  possibility 
of  an  outbreak  of  it  occurring  here* 

We  are  checking  all  food  handlers  on  arrival  but  as  they 
commute  frequently  to  and  fro  the  danger  is  very  real* 

Brucellosis  (Undulant  Fever) 

As  in  the  past  couple  of  years  we  have  had  only  one 
case  which  was  contracted  by  a  lady  eating  goat's  cheese  in 
Spain* 

Dysentery 

This  year  we  had  23  cases  which  were  mostly  notified  by 
the  same  doctor*  This  again  confirms  our  belief  that  an 
appreciable  number  of  cases  do  occur  yearly  but  because  of  their 
mild  illness  are  treated  symptomatically  and  are  not  notified. 
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Diphtheria 

There  were  a'gain  no  cases  during  the  year  which  means 
that  we  have  had  no  cases  since  1962.  Two  factors  are  responsible 
for  this  -  the  greater  number  of  children  who  are  being  -immunized 
against  the  disease  as  also  the  decreased  contacts  with  the  Campo 
Area  % 

Measles 


Vile  again  had  an  epidemic  of  measles  which  reached  its 
peak  in  the  autumn;  Inspite  of  the  concurrent  severe  epidemic 
of  influenza  the  complications  did  not  increase  in  number  or 
severity. 

Chicken  Pox 

There  were  244  cases  of  chicken  pox.  They  were  fairly 
evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year  except  for  a  fall  in  the 
summer  month. 

Scarlet  Fever 


The  small  but  virulent  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  which 
commenced  in  the  autumn  of  last  year  continued  until  the  summer. 
Fortunately  the  cases  responded  satisfactorily  to  antibiotics 
and  so  its  sequellae  were  prevented. 


Rubella 

There  were  29  cases  of  milk  rubella  which  mostly  occurred 
in  the  spring.

Venereal  Diseases 


Our  figures  on  these  diseases  must  be  very 
intrepreted  as  otherwise  a  very  erroneous  picture 


carefully 
may  be  deduced. 


All  together  we  had  48  cases  of  syphilis.  The  vast 
majority  of  these  cases  were  found  out  on  routine  serological 
examination  of  alien  workers  and  I  have  therefore  not  included 
them  in  our  statistics.  These  cases  were  not  infective  and  should 
not  give  rise  for  alarm. 


All  the  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  have  been  of  the  acute  variety 
and  they  have  also  on  the  main  been  contracted  away  from  Gibraltar- 
at  weekends  by  the  commuting  alien  worker  population.  These  are 
included  in  our  statistics  as  I  feel  it  would  be  invidious  to 
produce  two  sets  of  figures. 

Scabies 

As  I  mentioned  last  year  this  disease  is  definitely  on 
the  increase  and  doctors  should  have  it  very  much  in  mind. 

The  setting  up  of  a  treatment  centre  to  deal  with  this  as 
well  as  similar  diseases  of  Public  Health  concern  has  to  be 
seriously  considered  if  we  are  to  prevent  their  spread  among  our 
population.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

In  Gibraltar  we  still  have  compulsory  vaccination  at  the 
age  of  three  months  and  re-vaccination  at  the  age  of  12  years . 

The  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Dngland,  that 
primary  vaccination  should  he  postponed  until  the  second  year  of 
life  may  he  introduced  at  a  future  date;  since  local  circumstances 
do  not  warrant  its  immediate  implementation ,

Very  few  of  the  cases  vaccinated  showed  any  untoward 
reaction  and  these  were  children  who  developed  very  mild  forms 
of  generalized  vaccina.  They  all  cleared  up  without  any 
special  treatment,  ; 

Immunization 

This  service  has  heen  run  very  successfully  from  the  Public 
Health  Department  considering  the  very  small  staff  and  the  fact 
that  no  propaganda  other  than  word  of  mouth  has  been  used  to 
encourage  mothers  to  have  their  children  immunized. 

It  should  he  noted  that  these  statistics  also  include  the 
active  immunization  schemes  run  by  the  Services  for  their  families. 

The  only  side  effects  to  these  vaccines  were  mild  allergic 
reactions .

We  were  fortunate  in  not  having  any  oases  of  this -disease 
during  1969  considering  that  there  has  Been  a  world-wide 
resurgence  of  it. 

It  is  most  important  that  our  Animal  Quarantine  Regulations 
should  he  properly  enforced  if  we  are  to  maintain  the  present 
situation  and  prevent  the  occurrence  of  a  tragedy.

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICES 

The  Government  are  responsible  for  these  services,  which 
are  operated  under  the  Administrative  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Management  for  the  Medical  and  Health  Services . 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Secretary ,  Medical  Department  for  the 
following  information  regarding  the  progress  of  these  services 
during  1969:- 

MATE  RN I  T_Y_S  EB  V  ICE 

The  Maternity  Department  consists  of  two  wards  of 
thirteen  beds,  two  private  rooms,  a  two-bedded  labour  ward, 
nursery,  admission  room  and  ante-natal  clinic. 

On  an  average  there  were  28  deliveries  per  month,  slightly 
less  than  for  1968.  Mothers  stay  in  hospital  5/6  days  for  a 
normal  delivery,  8  days  for  forceps  deliveries  and  10/14  days 
for  Caesarian  sections. 

Ante-natal  patients  were  admitted  for  rest  and  treatment 
staying  from  a  few  days  to  several  weeks. 

Relaxation  classes  held  by  the  Physiotherapists  were  well 
attended,  post  natal  exercises  poorly  attended  but  written 
instructions  were  given  to  mothers  on  discharge  as  an  encourage¬ 
ment  .

The  School  Health  Service  is  under  the  direction  of'  the 
Director  of  Medical  and  Health  Services  who  is  the  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer,,  Children  found  to  be  in  need  of 
medical  treatment  are  referred  to  a  Special  Sick  Children  Clinic 
at  Sto  Bernard’s  Hospital  or  to  their  own  doctors,,  The  immuni¬ 
sation  of  children  .s  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Director 
of  Medical  and  Health  Services*,  who  a]. so  gives  lectures  on 
health  education  in  the  schools  and  to  Nurses . 

In  addition  to  Medical  and  Dental  S taffy  a  Health  Visitor 
and  a  team  of  Assistant  Health  Visitors  assist  the  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer  in  the  day-to-day  running  of  the  Service,, 

Mr.  J« Jo  Cochrane ,  the  School  Dental  Surgeon,  runs  the 
School  Dental  Service  and  holds  six  half-day  sessions  in  his 
surgery  for  teeth  conservation  ebc®  Dental  extractions  under  gas 
or  local  anaesthetic  Eire  carried  out  at  St.  Bernard’s  Hospital* 
Children  requiring  dental  treatment  are  referred  to  either  the 
private  surgery  or  to  St.  Bernard’s  Hospital,  as  the  case  may 
be,  Treatment  is  free.

Cleanliness 

The  number  of  children  inspected  by  the  School  Nurse  during 
the  year  was  4736. 

There  were  194  instances  of  "verminous  heads"  then  it  must  be 
noted  that  this  number  is  boosted  up  by  the  number  of  cases  which  were 
found  to  be  infested  on  more  than  one  occasion. 

Home  Visits 

The  number  of  homes  visited  during  the  year  was  192.  These 
were  directed  at  finding  out  the  children’s  background  so  as  to 
help  and  advise  parents  whose  children  require  supportive 
treatment.  Unfortunately  we  do  not  possess  the  necessary  number 
of  social  workers  to  be  able  to  cope  with  all  the  cases  needing 
help. 

Immunization 

The  immunization  of  children  is  carried  out  in  the 
Public  Health  Department  at  the  City  Hall.

The  welcome  downward  trend  in  the  number  of  Dlind  and 
partially  sighted  people  .in  Gibraltar  continued  in  1969*  During 
the  year  no  new  cases  of  blindness  were  registered  among  men 
and  only  those  of  three  women  aged  from  55  to  79  * 


Six  women  and  three  men  died*  and  one  woman  left  Gibraltar., 
the  men  aped  from  47  to  68  and  the  women  from  60  to  93*  The 
average  t|e  of  the  dw  registrations  was  66  and  of  the  deaths  72. 


At  the  end  ..of  the  year  the  Society  had  94  names  on  its  books* 
80  registered  blind*  12  partially  sighted  and  two  unregistered*  of

Under  the  age  of  sixty  the  incidence  of  blindness  is  almost

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES

Water  Supply  -  Potable  Water 

There  are  two  kinds  of  water  supplied  to  the  consumer 

(l)  Potahle  water  (2)  Sanitary  .water ,  (which  is  really  sea-water)  is 
pumped  from  the  sea  at  two  sources  and  is  used  for  those  purposes 
for  which  a  potahle  water  is  not  indispensable .  This  includes 
fire-fighting,  street  flushing  etc. 

The  potahle  water  is  obtained  from  the  following  sources 

(1)  Shallow  wells  •  ■  . 

(2)  Rainfall 

(3)  Distillation 

(4)  Imported  Water 

The  quantity  of  water  obtained  from  the  wells  is  mainly 
controlled  by  the  degree  of  sea  water  intrusion.  Frequent  testing 
for  the  Chloride  contents  are  made  and  the  quantity  also  depends 
on  the  amount  of  natural  recharge  which  is  dependent  on  the  quantity 
and  distribution  of  the  rainfall. 

Rain  water  is  collected  upon  a  specially  prepared  catchment 
area  which  is  lined  with  coated  corrugated  sheets  and  about  650,000 
imperial  gallons  are  collected  for  every  inch  of  rainfall.  The  total 
average  annual  rainfall  as  registered  by  the  rain  gauges  in  1969 
was  68,34",  approximately  double  the  average  of  all  the  yearly 
rainfalls  (33  inches). 

There  are  at  present  two  multi-stage  flash  distillation 
plants,  one  designed  for  70,000  I.G.P.D.  (imperial  gallons  per  day) 
and  another  recently  purchased  at  present  undergoing  a  reliability 
and  performance  test  desinged  for  225,000  I.G.P.D. 

The  above  three  resources  have  not  been  sufficient  to  meet 
the  demand  and  in  recent  years  water  has  been  imported  by  tanker 
but  it  is  hoped  that  ti  is  will  not  be  necessary  in  1970. 

The  potable  water  obtained  from  the  various  resources  is 
disinfected  with  chlorine  as  a  precautionary  measure  and  is  not 
supplied  to  the  consumer  until  bacteriological  analyses  have  been 
made . 


The  water  from  the  different  sources  are  blended  and  stored 
in  reservoirs  excavated  inside  the  Rock  and  other  chemical  testing 
are  at  present  being  carried  out  in  an  attempt  to  conform  to  the 
standards  set  out  by  the  World  Health  Organization. 

The  consumption  of  potable  water  for  1969  was  87,  378,  557 
Imperial  gallons  out  of  which  14,804,900  Imperial  gallons  were 
supplied  to  shipping. 

A  net  work  of  distribution  pipes  conveys  the  water  from 
the  reservoirs  to  the  consumer  and  the  system  is  100%  metered.

An  intercommunication  system  of 
distribution  pipes  conveys  the  water  by  gravitation  and  helps  greatly  in 
reducing  the  potable  water  consumption,. 

The  amount  pumped  during  1969  was  478?5959000  Imperial  gallons. 
Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  and  disposed  of  daily  by  the 
Municipal  Department.  Over  30  tons  of  domestic  refuse  is  collected  by  the 
Department  each  day.  The  refuse  is  transported  by  lorries  to  the  Refuse 
Destructor  and  burnt  every  day. 

There  is  no  statutory  obligation  to  collect  trade  refuse  free  of 
charge  but  the  dustmen  on  their  daily  rounds  have  instructions  to  remove 
a  maximum  of  one  3  cubic  foot  box  from  each  shop  daily. 

In  addition  and  in  order  to  help  those  firms  which  have  a  lot 
of  refuse  to  dispose  of ,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  accept  trade 
refuse  at  the  Refuse  Destructor  on  any  day  between  10.00  a.m.  and 
10  00  p.m. 

Two  new  trade  refuse  incinerators  were  constructed  at  the 
Devil’s  Tower  Road  site  to  facilitate  the  above  provision. 

Traders  who  have  not  the  means  to  deliver  their  refuse  themselves 
at  the  Destructor  can  make  arrangements  with  the  Municipal  Department 
for  it  to  be  collected  within  7  days  of  request  at  a-  charge  of  £2  per 
lorry  load  or  part  thereof. 

Appeals  have  been  made  to  the  public  through  press  releases  to 
co-operate  in  making  use  of  the  facilities  available  in  order  to  make 
Gibraltar  cleaner  and  tidier. 

The  City  Engineer’s  Department  is  also  studying  ways  and  means  of 
re-organizing  the  refuse  collection  system  in  an  attempt  to  increase 
overall  efficiency. 

The  Police  have  also  been  asked  to  help  by  keeping  a  special 
lookout  for  offenders  and  it  is  hoped  that  everyone  will  co-operate  in 
endeavouring  to  keep  our  City  clean  and  tidy. 


The  system  is  of  the  ’’combined’'  type  as  both  the  surface  water 
run-off  and  the  sewage  discharge  into  the  main  sewer.  The  system  is 
partially  dependent  on  gravity  but  there  are  also  pumping  stations 
strategically  positioned  so  that  eventually  the  whole  of  the  sewage 
discharges  into  the  sea  at  Europa  Point  Outfall. 

Numerous  storm  water  overflows  exist  along  the  line  of  the  main 
sewer  and  come  into  operation  during  periods  of  high  surface  run-off. 

During  these  periods  the  run-off  rate  is  such  that  much  silt  reaches 
the  sewers. 

Normally  the  dry  weather  flow  is  considerably  lower  and  consequently 
there  is  evidence  of  a  degree  of  silting  in  the  main  sewer. 

Mechanical  means  for  cleaning  a  portion  of  t  he  main  sewer 
were  attempted  during  the  latter  part  of  1969  and  it  is  hoped  to 
persevere  with  these  methods  and  improve  the  carrying  capacity  of  the 
sewer  during  this  coming  year.

In  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  asphalt  surfaces  of  the 
public  highway,  the  department  carried  out  a  small  number  of  road  widening 
schemes  in  Castle  Road,  outside  the  new  extension  of  the  Hospital,  Line 
Wall  Road,  King’s  Yard  Lane  and  a  new  pavement  with  a  bus  shelter  in 
Reclamation  Road  and  Sir  Herbert  Miles  Road, 

Asphalt  surfaces  were  laid  for  the  Lands  and  Works  Department 
at  Glacis  Housing  Estate.  Also  road  surfacing  works  were  undertaken  for 
the  private  sector  including  Sir  Herbert  Miles  Road  for  Messrs,  Taylor 
Woodrow  and  tie  surface  works  to  the  new  Basket  Ball  pitch  at  Landport 
ditch. 


In  conjunction  with  the  development  of  Little  Bay  footpath  and 
access  works  were  started  during  1969* 


Flushing  of  streets  is  carried  out  periodically  and  intensified 
during  the  dry  season.  Salt  water  is  used  for  this  purpose  as  fresh  water 
is  too  scarce. 

The  flushers  are  mostly  Moroccans  and  recently  they  have  been 
joined  with  the  gulleymen,  so  that  the  operation  of  gulley  cleaning  and 
street  flushing  was  combined. 

The  (permanent)  parking  of  cars  on  one  or  both  sides  of  the  public 
thoroughfare  continue  to  make  it  increasingly  difficult  to  carry  out  this 
task  properly. 


Sweeping  of  districts  is  done  in  the  normal  way  by  a  gang  of 
23  sweepers  who  each  have  one  district  allocated  to  them. 

No  mechanisation  is  at  present  being  used  but  the  Department  is 
currently  studying  the  consequences  of  using  small  vehicles  to  assist 
the  sweepers  and  also  reduce  the  operational  cost  of  this  service,. 

Public  Baths  and  Beaches 

The  Tarik  hot  and  cold  fresh  water  baths  are  open  throughout- the 
year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Sea  Bathing  Establishment  at  Montagu 
will  continue  to  be  well  patronized  in  summed.  Fresh  water  shower  baths 
introduced  a  few  years  ago  are  a  popular  feature. 

Catalan  Bay,  Eastern  Beach,  Sandy  Bay  and  Camp  Bay  which  are  much 
favoured  by  the  residents  are  controlled  by  the  Mun  -ipal  Department 
during  the  bathing  season.  The  facilities  at  little  Bay  till  be  opened 
next  year  and  fresh  water  showers  will  be  available. 

The  beaches  are  patrolled  by  a  boat  and  attended  by  beach  pickets 
throughout  the  day  and  chalets  provided  with,  sanitary  accommodation  are 
available  free  of  charge  to  bathers  for  use  as  changing  rooms  at  all  the 
above  beaches.

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REPORT  OF JTHE _CHIEF JPUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
Inspections 

Five  thousand  two  hundred  and  seven  inspections  were  carried 
cut  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year,  in  the  course 
of  which  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty  ene  nuisances  were 
discovered.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  and  subsequently  one 
thousand  and  twenty  nine  visits  were  paid  to  ensure  that  the 
nuisances  reported  had  been  effectively  abated. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty  investigations  were  carried  out  at 
the  request  of  the  Housing  Manager  for  the  purpose  of  reporting 
on  the  living  conditions  of  applicants  for  accommodation  in 
Government  owned  premises  or  following  complaints  made  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  by  persons  living  in  over crowded  homes; 
also  three  hundred  and  seventy-six  to  determine  the  fitness  of 
apartments  for  subletting  referred  to  the  Department  by  Service 
and  Dockyard  authorities. 

Food  catering  establishments,  ice-cream  factories?  dairies 
and  mineral  water  factories  were  inspected  on  five  hundred  and 
seven  occasions. 

Deficiencies  found  were  generally  put  right  by  verbal 
representations  to  the  owners  of  the  establishments,  but  official 
warning  letters  had  to  be  served  on  some  of  the  more  recalcitrants. 

Fcrty- three  underground  tanks,  were  inspected  after 
cleansing  and  white-washing.  Periodical  samples  of  water  in  these 
tanks  were  taken  to  ascertain  fitness  for  human  consumption. 

Thirty-one  visits  were  paid  to  Hairdressers  and  Barber 

Shops . 


Two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  statutory  notices  were  served. 
Court  proceedings  were  instituted  in  thirtyj^ihev  oossseri*  Thirty 
six  for  non-compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Notices  served 
under  the  Public  Health  Ordinance.  One  under  Reg.  7  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General  Regs,  and  two  under  Sec. 17  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Ordinance  o 
Water 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-six  samples  of  water  from  under¬ 
ground  tanks  and  Government  supplies  were  taken  during  the  year 
in  addition  to  those  take::,  regularly  by  the  City  Engineer’s 
Department  from  their  own  supply.

The  Police  ambulances  were  disinfected  as  required  following 
the  conveyance  of  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease. 


Many  premises ,  mainly  hitchers  and  shops ,  were  disinfested 
for  cockroaches  and  other  vermin.  The  latest  modern  insecticides 
and  equipment  were  used  and  discretion  exercised  as  to  the  use 
of  non-toxic  materials  where  food  is  prepared  or  stored.  Private 
dwellings  and  Government  premises  were  also  done  when  required. 

Steam  disinfection  of  water  barrels  ended  in  June?  with 
the  exodus  of  Spanish  Labour.  Other  articles  disinfected  either 
by  steam  or  formaldehyde  gass  are  described  in  the  following 
table  under  the  head  Disinfection.

The  Speech  Therapy  Services  were  started  as  previously 
stated  on  September  of  the  year  under  review,  immediately 
after  the  return  of  Mr.  S.  Abudarham,  L.C.S.T.,  who  trained 
in  the  West  End  Hospital,  Speech  Therapy,  Training  School 
under  a  Government  Sponsored  scholarship  and  who  is  now  running 
the  Service. 

Even  though  in  the  short  time  available  it  has  nor  been 
possible  to  obtain  rail  the  equipment  ordered,  since  September 
two  adult  patients  have  been  seen  11  the  wards  an  average  of 
three  times  a  week.  Both  those  patients  were  uis che.33g.wd 
from  hospital  and  only  one  continued  treatment  as  an  Out— pa  tient 
for  'the  same  number  of  weekly  sessions.
